.usponsioilities that engulf the 
life of WAC recruit are largely 
leaponsible for. women's - reluo- 
tance to fill the ranks of the 
Corps promptly. Volunteers, eag¬ 
er to do battle for their country, 
still are shying away a bit from 
the Women’s Army, despite the 
fact that this is the first time 
in history that women have hao 
an opportunity to stand shoulder 
to shoulder with service men in 
war time under so nearly paral¬ 
lel circumstances. 

Interesting reasons for such re- 
Aug. 28 luctance are disclosed by WAC 
recruiting officers. Women, rang¬ 
ing in age from 21 to 44, who 
might othei’wise enlist and make 
fine “soldiers”, are irked beyond 
endurance by regulations prohib¬ 
iting privates from dating regu¬ 
lar Army lieutenants or othei 
commissioned officers. Men, of 
course, long have served their 
country imder the same code 
which disregards civilian social 
status, bars friend from friend 
and often brother from brother, 
publicly. 

Epitome of equality is the com¬ 
parison of a regular Army pri¬ 
vate’s uniform with that of a 
WAC member. Both are ade¬ 
quate. That is all. Both, of 
course, may be improved to a 
very high pioint of beauty smd 
fitness by the addition of stripes, 
bars and other military decora¬ 
tions. But in the meantime, a 
simply adequate uniform still 
seems wholly inadequate to count¬ 
less feminine minds. 

Similarly, the grooved and 
regimented Army life is some¬ 
what less appealing to many 

than that of the woman engaged 
in civilian volunteer service. Par¬ 
ticularly if a cute bat and trim 
uniform go with the service. Can¬ 
teen duty leaves time at least 
for a bit of personal life—while 
the WAC member is in the Army 
up to her I^as Athene Insig-
